Nine men of the crew of the thirty- 
otts of the Mackinaw, were brought 
here to-day by the pilot tender Call- 
fomla. They put off from tbs burning 
steamer la^ night In two lifeboats. A 
third )>oat which ieft at tbs same time 
Is unaccountad for. 

Aid Iteache4 Vessel. 

Aid Is reported to have reached the 
burning freighter Mackinaw aariy to¬ 
day off Point Moniara. south of here. 
The steamers Harvard and KWknaih re¬ 
ported by wireless they were In sight 
of the vessel. The Mat'kinaw drifted 
fifty miles south from Point Reyes in n 
gale during the night.
